REMARKS 

Claims 1-38 remain pending in the application. 

Section 103(a) Rejection : 

During a telephone call on November 15, 2005 between Applicants' undersigned 
attorney and Examiner Jacobs, the Examiner stated that the 103(a) rejection is being 
withdrawn. The Examiner requested a terminal disclaimer to obviate any potential 
obviousness-type double patenting rejection in regard to application no. 10/090,203. 
Although Applicants disagree that any such obviousness-type double patenting rejection 
would be proper, a terminal disclaimer is nevertheless submit herewith for expediency. 
The application is now ready for allowance.
